The necessary annual expenses of the hospital, it may now be as* 
aumed, most hereafter be always calculated to exceed $100,000. 
They were $117,963 33 the past year, and $128,604 60 the year 
before. Circumstances at any time swell them beyond $150,000, 
ouch as the occurrence of an epidemic or a very sickly season. 
Stagnation in business with the poverty attendant, always increases 
suffering and sickness, and may affect the demands upon the hospital 
materially. In view of all contingencies, it becomes oar duty to 
bring to the attention of the Legislature, fully and clearly, tho cir- 
cumstances that may affect the revenues of the institution during the 

year. 

An appropriation was made by your honorable bodies in Bill No, 
163, approved October 10, 1868, " for the support of the Charity 
Hospital, of New Orleans, to be paid from licenses and tax on lottery 
tickets, twenty thousand dollars ($20,000)." But tho beneficent 
design of tlio Legislature has failed entirely on account of the 
provision of Bill No. 25, generally known as the Lottery Bill, which, 
places all receipts from that source to the credit of the educational 
fund. The attention of the Legislature ia respectfully called to this 
discrepancy, to the end that the State Auditor may bo authorized by 
supplemental legislation to issue his warrant for this appropriation 
•without the restriction which has prevented it from taking eft". 

Concerning the matter of appropriations necessary to be made at 
your approaching session, in addition to giving effect to tho one for- 
merly made, wo will endeavor, by the following facts, to show to 
your honorable body, the necessity of an increased liberality to the 
Hospital. 

The balance in the hands of the Hospital ib alnv ly of 

State money, on which a large discount must be lost. Tho Board 
preceding us were obliged to sell State money as low as fifty per 
cent., to relieve the necessities of the Hospital, and though the 5 m . 
proving condition of the State credit does away with the apprehension 
of so serious a loss hereafter, yet a considerable discount still exists 
in the market, and must be computed in the small balance which the 
Hospital has in hand. The present balance is $12,769 11, worth 
about three fourths of that sum in United States currency. Against 
this the debts past due are about $4,000, and a requisition from the 
Sister Superior in charge, for sheeting, toweling, etc., is unsatisfied, 
for $3,000. 



The tax on lotteries, which the past year yielded $33,086 48, and 
the year previous $30,G36 89, now entirely fails, and legislation is 
urgently required to supply its place permanently. 

Licenses on theatres, balls and concerts, yield now a reduced rev- 
enue. There is always more or less difficulty in collecting. We 
must necessarily depend altogether upon the police for the enforce 
ment of the laws requiring these- taxes, and further legislation is 
needed to enable, as well as require, the police to fulfill their duty in 
tlie premises. 

There has been difficulty, delay and litigation in tbo matter of re- 
ceipts from" the tax on foreign passengers, which consignees have in- 
sisted on paying in State money, and the question is pending in the 
courts. 

We also call the attention of the Legislature to the fact that the 
revenue for the United States and Merchants' Marine patients which 
yielded the past year $45,463, and the previous year $07,023, may 
be at any time discontinued by the reopening of the Nation*! 
Marine Hospital. It is true that the using of the Charity Hospital 
for marine patients has been a great saving to the national govern- 
ment, hut if the influences at work for the re-establishment of their 
Hospital as a separate institution to be located in the new United 
States Marine Hospital building at the corner of Common and Broad 
streets, should succeed, it will materially affect the Charity Hospital 
receipts. And though it may be at once answered that it will reduce 
the number of patients, and the amount of expenses, yet the econom* 
Seal disbursement of expenditures for so large a number of both 
classes by the Charity Hospital has been a mutual advantage in the 
prices of supplies contracted for; and expenses of attendance, boose 
furniture and salaries have of course averaged less for the larger 
number. 

It must also be considered that tho occupation of the "United 
States Marino Hospital in the above manner, which may occur at 
any time, will be attended by the removal thence of (he Freedmen's 
Bureau Hospital, which is dependent npon tho legislation of Con- 
gress for its continuance. The termination of tho Freedmen's 
Bureau act, renders such legislation, of course, very uncertain. An 
unmade appropriation, dependent upon unmade renewal of legisla- 
tion to continue the Freedmen's Hospital, makes it only prudent to 
suppose the chances are that say four hundred freedmen patients 
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come to the Charity Hospital. Such an occurrence 
during the recess of the Legislature would at once reduce the 
ill to a condition of inability for want of finances to 
continue its -work of relief.

Tho Board would do injustice to their own feelings as well as to 
truth, wore they to foil to report tho constant and unvaried continu- 
ance of tho work of the Sisters of Charity in the relief of suffering 
in tliis institution. No praise can be too great for their devoted ex- 
ertions and tenderness in the discharge of their mission. 

Of Dr. A. "VY". Smyth, House Surgeon, it is enough to say that ho 
sustains his high reputation and ability in the service of the institu- 
tion which has had the advantage of his services for so long a time. 
Dr. J. A. Root, Assistant House Surgeon, and W. H. Laster, 
Apothecary, both long connected with the Hospital, have also ren- 
dered eminent satisfati 

Dr. Win, H, Hire, Secretary and Treasurer, has been indefatigable 
in the discharge of his duties, and his zeal and devotion deserve es- 
pecial mention by the Board of Adminiators. He has shown 
himself to possess the correctness, punctuality, good judgment and 
urbanity so necessary to his position, and in these and all other 
qualifications he has given general satisfaction. 

M. Tourno, clerk, and C. J. Courcelle, assistant clerk, 
have filled their departments well and kept the books and records in 
their charge in a very neat and satisfactory manner.
